COMMENCEMENT ADDRESS 


We are gathered here tonight to do | 
honor to these young women who have | 
dedicated their lives to a noble service 
to humanity. Any uncertainty or mis~ 
understanding of the true purpose of the 
calling they have chosen has been clear- 
ed by three years of faithful devotion 
to duty and study, so that as they stand 
upon the threshold of thetr careers they 
know and feel the value of service in re-| 
lieving suffering and ministering 40 those 
in distress of mind or body. 

They will be inspired by the example 
of those who in the past have laid the 
foundations for efficient care of the sick 
and the disemination of knowledge rela- 
tive to health preservation both of the 
individual and the nation. 

The Training School and Hospital from 
which she graduates will stand in rela- 
tion as her Alma Mater to whom she | 
looks for encouragement and enlighten- 
ment, and no matter what her lot in 
life may be, nor what her civil condition, 
she will always be the connecting link 
between the people and the hospital. 

When Florence Nightingale manifested 
an interest in the relief of suffering hu- 
manity she visited the chief hospitals of 
Europe, studying their nursing systems. 
During the Crimean war in 1854 the hos-

power of the individual not only by re- 


storing health but also by spreading 
knowledge that keeps him fit. 
In communities where the industries 


are substantially represented this is be- 
coming more and more appreciated in 
that it is cuttmg down the loss of the 
employres’ service. Likewise individuals 
in all walks of life are coming to look 
upon the hospital not as an_ institution 
symbolizing. suffering and decay, but 
rather a place of refuge where he may 
go for skillful service in the correction of 
whatever physical ills may overtake him. 


The General Hospital like the church 
and institutions of learning must _ neces- 
fly face a great financial problem. 


Experience has demonstrated that the 
creation of the ideal hospital must be 
made possible by donations of gifts, and 
it must be conducted on a non-profit-pro- 
ducing basis. Hospitals do not pay divid- 
end§ in money but in service. The enor- 
mous unesyoidable expense per patient pre- 
eludes the possibility of a profit in money, 


but relieved of that obligation it will give. 


increased service to the individual patient 
and at the same time be in a_ position 
to expand, keeping pace with the growth 
of the community served. 

At this time we people of Upland and 
Ontario are facing the problem of hos- 
pital expansion to provide for the increas- 
ed demand for service and to so organize 
as to be capable of expansion in the 
future as conditions make necessary. 

With the whole-hearted support and co- 
operation of all the Chaffey Community 
District it is possible to.have here a hos- 
pital which will fully measure up to what 
it should be and this without being bur- 
densome to anyone. If the ideal plan can 
be cdfried out it will take its place with 
Chaffey as a community institution. Edu- 
cationally it will add one more unit to 
the school and the Training School for 
Nurses will attract students on account 
of the advantages to be enjoyed in the 
didactic features of the training. 

This is not a_ visionary conception of 
what this hospital may be, but is only in 


keeping with the Hospital B etterment 
Movement, More and more edueational 
features must be sustained to keep a 


| training school in line with those accred- 


ited by the State Board under whose au- 
thority training school and hospital regu- 
lations are administered. 

If our ambitions can be realized now 
we shall have accomplished an end of 
which everyone in the Chaffey Community 
District may feel proud, as it will be 
only by the personal effort of every indi- 
vidual that this goal will be attained. 

Progress toward this end has been must 
encouraging. 

Mrs. Paul has created a nucleus for the 
building fund by the generous donation 


| of $75,000. Other gifts have already been 


added beside the assurance that a greater 
part of the salvage from the present San 
Antonio Hospital will be given outright 
tothe new plant. 

If this hospital can ‘be so located as to 
serve and interest all who might wish to 
have some part in the furthering of this 
great humanitarian project there is noth- 
ing that can stand in the way of its full 


fruition. 
Doubtless there was a time when San 
Antonio Hospital was serving the com- 


munity adequately and efficiently, but due 
to increase in population and a keener 
understanding of a hospital’s true purpose 
the demand has far exceeded her possi- 
| bility to meet the need. 

During the past year there were 504 ad- 
missions in all. These cases were mostly 
surgical. and emergency surgery would 
account for a large proportion of them. 
The demand was many times the num- 
ber actually admitted. There are no ac- 
comodations for medical or maternity 
is made to care 
for the latter class so far as_ possible. 
The demand for admission is ofien so 
pressing that patients cannot in fairness 
to others who are in more urgent need of 
attention, remain for convalescence. 

It is a physical impossibility to have 
represented the departments of therapy 
necessary for doing the greatest good in 
a hospital where capacity is so restricted. 

With the united support of all the peo- 
ple in Chaffey Community District we can 
with greatest ease have these and more, 

We may have_the laboratory facilities, 
which are now indispensable in giving 
the patient all that he or she is entitled 
to in the way of care. At the present 
time this work is largely done in out-of- 
town laboratories, greatly handicapping 
the doctors and entailing great loss of 
time. 

Keeping in mind the altruistic 
behind the hospital as a factor in so- 
ciety, and the need for united support on 
the part of the community to be served, 
let us not view the present \ opportunity 
with incifference, but let every individual 
himself regarding the hospital 
needs, and how mu@h better they can be 
met by united effort, then other 
considerations aside. let us aet in a way 
to accomplish this great purpose.

George Smith, who over a month ago 
told how he had been held up and the 
Colton postoffice robbed of $20,000, made 
his first error in deduction Monday, his 


theories of the workings of an. officer's 
mind were shattered, and now he is 
headed for a long term in a_ federal 


prison, For four weeks 
federal officers. 


The $20,000 was recovered Monday by

Sheriff W. A. Shay. The sum of $2,000 
was found wrapped about Smith’s legs 
and the $18,000 was found where Smith 


had buried it. 


Planned te Give Chase 

Several days ago Smith began to talk 
about a trip to San Francisca Me broad- 
casted the news and added to it by con- 
jecture as to what the postal inspectors 
would do. He laughed about the useless 
chase federal officers would make when 
they followed him to San Francisco, He 
thought it fitting revenge, he said, to 
worry the inspectors regarding the motive 
of the trip. He even made the sugges- 
tion he might send a suitcase by parce) 
post, so the inspectors would follow it 
and find it empty. 

There were. plenty of statements by 
many people that Smith, if guilty, would 
not attempt to make a getaway with the 
money so soon after his release from Jall, 
He would wait years, said the wise men. 

Smith thought the situation was perfect, 
that no one would think he was foolish 
enough to attempt to get away with the 
money. 


Shay Is On the Alert 

Smith, however. was  out-figured by 
Sheriff Shay. A “shadow” that followed 
Smith increased his vigilance as Smith's 
talk increased, Sunday night Smith du 
up the money from its hiding place near 
Colton, He reburied it in San Bernardino, 
Farly Monday Sheriff Shay traveled 
Smith’s trail and dug up #18,000. 

The sheriff had read Smith’s mind, 

Smith had already caught the 8:45 car 
for Los Angeles, on the first leg of his 
San Francisco trip, but «a telephone mes- 
sage from Sheriff Shay sent a posse of 
officers out of Los Angeles and Smith was 
arrested when the car was searched at 
Valley Junction, 


Buried Near Track 


After he had taken the money from 
the Colton postoffice several weeks ago, 
Smith buried it on a direct line to the 


right of the first telegraph pole north of 
Laurel avenue on the east side of the 
Santa Fe tracks. 

A shallow hole was dug in the bank and 
the package of money placed in it and 
it is thought by officers that the fear 
that the rain would uncover the money 


ig to ** Toeation immediately after 
his release from the Los Angeles jail, 
caused Smith to transfer the package. 

When Smith transferred the money to 
a hiding place in San Bernardino he ex 
tracted #2,000 in 820 bills which he con- 
cealed about his persom He had tétis 
amount wrappetl around the calves of his 
legs when arrested. 

A posse headed by Inspector Frank S, 
Sharon and Al Manning, chief deputy of 
the Los Angeles Sheriff's offlee, and com- 
nosed of Inspector Walter Grant and Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Sam Cull, Frank Hare, Wil- 
liam Mean and R, Lee Couts boarded the 
car at Valley Junction, 


Covered the Posse 
The first time the officers passed thru 
the car they did not identify Smith, but 
on the second trip he was found sitting 
in a rear seat of the smoker. One offti- 
cer grabbed his wrists, another covered 
him with a gun, while a third placed 


handeuffs on him, 

He was taken to Los Angeles where the 
$2,000 was found on his person. Smith 
is being held in the Los Angeles county 
jail, where he will face a charge of rob 
bing the mails. 

“The arrest of Smith was entirely the 
result of Sheriff Shay’s efforts,” said In- 
spector Sharon, “We had no part in it 
other than to follow his orders to arrest 
Smith after Sheriff Shay had recovered 
the money.” 

Smith was not aware upon 
rested that the hidden $18,000 
recovered and refused to talk 
Angeles officers about the robbery, 
place in San Bernardino where 
cached the money will not be 
Sheriff Shay stated. 

Following the robbery at the 
postoffice Smith arrested and 
to the Los Angeles jail where a charge of 
robbery was against him. The 
grand jury refused to indiet him on that 
charge and another of falsification of ree- 
ords and he was released last Tuesday. 

The package with the $18,000 recovered 
by Sheriff Shay contained #7000 in #20 
bills, #7000 in £10 bills 
bills.

continually than are the casualties 
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of war which oceur only at intervals. There 
is no guesswork about the figures. The re- 


ports of state compensation commissions 
show that the number of persons disabled or 
suffering industrial disease is not less than 
1,000,000 annually. In the State of New York 
alone there are 350,000 cases every year of 
industrial disease and disability, more than 
all the soldiers of the United States disabled 
in the war. 

The unfortunate do not receive the public 
sympathy which is accorded soldiers though 
they are, in a sense, casualties of public: serv- 
ice. They are seldom adequately compen- 
sated; they rarely are pensioned; they fre- 
quently suffer great loss in earnings and- in 
many cases never find suitable means of 
earning a living afterwards. They become 
a charge upon the public. 

There will be various ways of meeting the 
obligation, but probably the first need is to 
bring home to every industrial community a 
genuine conviction that the obligation exists. 
All the forees of education, of community 
conscience, of industrial efficiency or busi- 
ness management should be direeted to less- 
ening this huge waste and mitigating this 
pitiable volume of human misfortune and 
suffering —San Bernardino Sun.

Passenger locomotives on the 


Santa Fe will be operated through 
from Los Angeles to Winslow, a. dis- 
tance of 610 miles, if the series of 
tests now being conducted by mech- 
anical and operating department of- 
ficials are successful, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The officials are conducting the 
experiments with Santa Fe 3500 type 
locomotives. The first engine on the 
long distance test run arrived at 
San Bernardino Tuesday enroute to 
Winslow from Los Angeles, a dis- 
tnce believed to be the longest one 
engine is operated on any railroad 
in the United States. 

On the present schedule, passenger 
locomotives are operated through 
between Los Angeles and Needles, a 
| distance of 310 miles. Formerly the 
engines were operated between Los 
Angeles and Barstow, where the en- 
ginemen change crews. The length- 
ening of the run for locomotives was 
effected about a year ago. The ex- 
tending of the run proved to be 
economical, saving fuel oil and re- 
ducing the round house forces neces- 
sarily maintained at Barstow when 
that city was the end of the run. 

If the new run is adopted, it will 
mean that the roundhouse forces at 
Needles will be reduced. The engines 
will forced to take on oil from some 
station along the line, probably® at 
Needles. 

The biggest obstacle in the way 
of the extension of the run is the 
water question. At all terminals, the 
water for the locomotives is chemi- 
cally treated and in the engines a 
boiled compound is used, yet the 
varying chemicals in the water along 
the Coast Lines may greatly affect 
locomotives on continuous runs. The 
tests will determine what adverse 
action the changes in water on the 
run will make.

B. F. Tracy to make the land purchase. 

Captain Wyckoff wrote the bill to secure 
the Lake Washington canal and was also 
instrumental in the establishment of a 
branch hydrographic office at Port Town- 


from Congress of $350,000 for the estab- 
lishment of lighthouses along the Alaskan 
coast. 

Broken in health, Capt. Wyckeff came 
to Southern California in 1910 and resided 
in Ontario until his death. 

“There they go now,” remarked the 
captain yesterday morning as he _ heard 
the martial music of the annual Memor- 
ial Day parade, in wHich he for a num- 
ber of years past had been a participant, 
and in less than an hour later he was 
dead. He was 74 years of age. 

Captain Wyckoff is survived by his 
widow, a son and a daughter, here, and 
several grown daughters by a 
marriage.
